ALLOWANCE 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8, 14, 18 and 19 are allowed. 

Allowability of claims 8 and 14 has been indicated because the prior art 
references of record do not disclose or fairly suggest the equalizing required by these 
claims. See "Issue c" on pg 12-13 of the BPAI decision dated 2/26/2009. 

Allowability of claims 18 and 19 has been indicated because the prior art 
references of record do not disclose (as explicitly reasoned under "Issue d" on pg 13-14 
of BPAI decision) or fairly suggest (as inferred from the BPAI not exercising the option 
under 37 CFR 41 .50(b) to enter an obviousness rejection) the claimed planarization in 
the context of a TON or TOL process, as required by these claims. 

In general, Hummler discloses that: vertical DRAM requires a second 
planarization step (col 2 In 12-15), for the ATO, which is difficult to control (col 2 In 15- 
17); vertical DRAM can be made using a TOE, TON or TOL process (col 3 In 41-43); 
using CMP to planarize the ATO is problematic in controlling isolation trench height in 
the support regions in all three processes (col 3 In 54-56, col 3 In 66 - col 4 In 3, col 4 In 
9-10); the problem can be alleviated, at least in the context of a TOE process (col 4 In 
26), using the claimed planarizing material (ARC) and etch (RIE) to planarize the ATO 
(50), which advantageously provides "isolation trenches with well-controlled height 
within support regions" (col 7 In 64-67).
